High School blasting 
going smoothly

Blasting for the new driveway at 
Andover High School is more than 
half completed and should be finished 
in about a week and a half, according 
to Deputy Fire Chief Chuck Murnane. 
A broken drill bit forced cancellation 
of the blasting scheduled for yester- 
day, Wednesday, but that should be 
the extent of the delay. 

“It's going perfect so far. We 
couldn’t ask for better,” the deputy 
said Monday. The vibration readings 
are all perfect. “The blasters are doing 
a good job,” he said. 

Up until this week, the blasting had 
been taking place at 6 in the morning. 
This past Tuesday, because school is 
now out, the blasting moved to 8 a.m. 
The move was designed to save money 
and to reduce complaints of noise dur- 
ing early morning hours. Workers 
were arriving on site at 2:30 or 3 a.m. 
and starting up front-end loaders to 
move blasting mats at 5 or 5:30. But the 
later starting time caused problems 
with other contractors on the site and, 
as of press time Wednesday, it 
appeared the blasting would be moved 
back to 6 a.m. beginning this morning, 
Thursday.

Mr. Anderson, 
whose home is closest to the blasting, 
has reported cracked walls, ceilings 
and windows, according to the deputy. 
Deputy Murnane said the town is not 
liable for the damage. The complaint 
goes to the blaster’s insurance compa- 
ny, which then investigates the 
claims, he said.

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Dual enrollment 


doubled

After fearing the dual enrollment pro- 
gram might be eliminated at the end of its 
first year, supporters learned last week the 
state actually doubled the amount of money 
allocated for the educational initiative in 
next year’s budget. 

“I’m thrilled,” said Sandy Dearborn, 
whose daughter, Melissa, took part in the 
program last year. “She’ll be going back 
there in the fall.” 


“There” is Northern Essex Community 
College, where Melissa, an Andover High 
School student, took all of her classes during 
the second half of the 1994-1995 school year. 

Dual enrollment allows high-school 
juniors and seniors to take college courses 
with the approval of the students’ high 
schools. 

When the state House of Representatives 
pared dual enrollment from its version of the 
budget, the Dearborns worried they would 
have to pay to have Melissa continue in this 
program during her senior year. 

Fortunately for dual enrollment support- 
ers such as the Dearborns, the state Senate 
included the program in its budget, forcing 
the issue into a conference committee. 

“It came out of conference committee with 
$1 million and (now) it is available to pri- 
vate-school students,” said Winniphred 
Stone, senior policy analyst in the state’s 
Executive Office of Education. 


Last year, the program’s first, $500,000 
was allocated for dual enrollment and it was 
only available for public-school students. 

Thanks to the budget inclusion, dual 
enrollment will continue another year, and 
the state will receive $500,000 in matching 
educational funds from the federal govern- 
ment. 


“Tt means we now have the money to 
match for the school-to-work program,” said 
Ms. Stone. “We would have had to have 
looked for another $500,000 to match, and 
unfortunately not all of our programs 
matched as nicely (as dual enrollment) to the 
school-to-work program.” 

According to Ms. Stone, 786 students used 
the program this year, and Massachusetts 
high schools were putting in requests for 
funding well before the budget was 
approved. 


“T think it’s wonderful,” said Ms. Dear- 
born, of Brechin Terrace, who called numer- 
ous senators about keeping this program. 
“All around the state there’s a lot more peo- 
ple who will be doing this. A lot of people 
didn’t even know about it this year.”

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Larry Larsen pushes for community center

Selectmen chairman Larry Larsen 
favors re-examining the idea of build- 
ing a community center to house both 
a youth center and a new senior center, 
and will pursue that route with his fel- 
low board members, he said this week. 

The idea for a community center to 
satisfy both groups’ needs surfaced 
more than a year ago, but was never 
fully explored, according to Dr. Larsen. 

“T think that issue needs to be put to 
rest once and for all,” he said. 

He will begin immediately to work 
on bringing together a group of repre- 
sentatives from his board, the School 
Committee, the Andover Council on 
Aging and the Andover Youth Council 
to talk about a community center and 
each group’s individual needs and con- 
cerns. 

The Council on Aging has been pur- 
suing a senior center for several years, 
and the Youth Council has pursued its 
own center for more than a year. 

“Through it all, I’ve always felt a 
community center was what in our 
souls we were all thinking about,” Dr. 
Larsen said. 

Both the seniors and the youth have 
opposed to the idea, which was brought 
up again last week by Jim Doherty, 
town moderator. Dr. Larsen spoke with 
the Townsman this week to review the 
history of the parallel pursuits, and to 
look at the reasons for the apparent 


lack of progress. 

“This is not an apology, but an 
attempt to try to clarify some of the 
things I think are at issue,” Dr. Larsen 
said. 


Community center 

The seniors don’t like the idea of a 
community center because they feel 
their needs and interests are different 
from those of the youths, Dr. Larsen 
said. And if they don’t want it, it’s not 
going to happen, he said. For the town 
to make the decision and go ahead and 
build the center without support of the 
two groups would be a mistake, he 
said. 

“But I think that the community 
center has a great deal of appeal,” he 
said. “Both groups should stop and 
take a breath and say, ‘Is this doable?’” 

The plan discussed by Mr. Doherty 
last week called for a building with 
facilities for youth on one end, seniors 
on the other end. A large community 
room in between could be used by 
either of them or any other community 
group. Downstairs there could be a 
swimming pool and maybe a bowling 
alley or other activity rooms. The 
seniors could have a second floor for 
day care. 


“It cannot be built on the sliver of 


land next to Doherty School,” Dr. 
Larsen said, referring to the small soc- 


cer field on the plateau to the south of 


Doherty along Bartlet Street. That loca- 
tion was suggested by Mr. Doherty. “I 
don’t think either of the two could be 
built there.” 

It could be built out back of the 
Doherty School, on the back three 
acres of the play fields, in front of 


Chestnut Court, he said. 
Frustrated 

Dr. Larsen said he, personally, is 
frustrated with the lack of progress on 
both projects. 

“IT think our present stance as select- 
men, if I read the board correctly, is, 
we're weary of the ambivalence.” 
Selectmen are saying to the town man- 
ager and others, “Let’s move on,” Dr. 
Larsen said. 

People are looking to the selectmen 
to tell them what to do, and he doesn’t 
think that is the selectmen’s job. 

“We don’t run Andover. We help the 
process,” he said. 

The Andover psyche is also one of 
the obstacles, he said. 


“We're so frightened in Andover of 
making a mistake,” Dr. Larsen said. 

He said he hasn't heard any plan 
that in and of itself would be a mistake. 
Many would be on target, he said. 
School Committee 

Seniors, youths, School Committee 
members and selectmen have all been 
involved in one way or another in the 
search for space for the two groups. 

“T think we’re all somewhat frustrat- 
ed in the sense that we don’t seem to be 
able to answer the needs of the forces 
that seem to be pressing,” Dr. Larsen 
said. 

The School Committee and its chair- 
woman, Susan Dalton, have not felt 
that these problems were the province 
of the School Committee, and ina 
sense she’s correct, Dr. Larsen said. 
But whether it be seniors or youth, 
we're all going to have to come up with 
the remedies, he said, “And it may 
include some sharing and displace- 
ment.” 

[Dr. Larsen said Tuesday that he 
talked with Ms. Dalton and the two will 
co-sponsor a meeting of the two coun- 
cils and the two boards, at a date to be 
determined. ] 

And as with Rec Park, there may be 
some neighbors who will not go for 
that, he said. 

“There will be some increased use at 
Rec Park, with or without the youth 
center,” Dr. Larsen said. 

Dr. Larsen said he was the one who 
last week asked Mr. Doherty not to 
bring up his idea for the community 
center during a joint meeting with the 
School and Finance committees. But, 
contrary to what Ms. Dalton said last 
week, discussing the senior center 
issue was never a scheduled agenda 
item for that meeting, Dr. Larsen said. 

“It was not on an agenda that I ever 
saw,” he said. 

The original agenda was to talk 
about Raytheon Co. and the budget 
model. The Raytheon discussion was 
postponed to this week, and it was 
replaced with an update on the school 
construction projects, 

He said selectmen should discuss 
the senior center needs with the School 
Committee, but it is a question of “the 
appropriate forum and time.” Select- 
men first had to see where the two 
groups were headed. Now that seniors 
will be going ahead with the expan- 


sion, selectmen need to talk with the 
School Committee, Dr, Larsen said. 
East wing unfit for school 

Dr. Larsen said it was the state, not 
the School Committee, that said the 
East Wing of the former East Junior 
High, currently housing the Senior 
Center and school administration 
offices, was unfit for use as classrooms. 

He was responding to a statement 
Ms. Dalton made last week that no one 
could have predicted what the needs or 
uses of the building would be in the 
future, and that the School Committee 
was interested in keeping it for future 
expansion, 


But Dr. Larsen said he has 
researched that decision and has been 
told the building was not structurally 
suited for conversion to modern school 
classrooms, 

“That building is engineered as a 
light office use,” he said. 

The weight bearing structure 
requirements for 100 students shuffling 
between classes is very different than 
that of 15 office workers, and to rebuild 
it as a school would require major 
structural rebuilding, he was told. Ken 
Mahony, former town manager, and 
others involved in the decision to reno- 
vate it for office use, said the cost for 
conversion to classrooms would be pro- 
hibitive and most likely more costly 
than building new. 


Youth center 

Although it is true that residents 
have been talking for many years 
about building a youth center here, 
what is being considered today is not 
the same thing, Dr. Larsen said. In the 
70s, what was being discussed was 
more of a coffee house, he said. Now it 
is a building to complement a full 
blown youth-services program. 

There is funding being set aside for 
youth services and “that budget will 
probably grow.” 

“The selectmen have made a com- 
mitment that we are in the youth busi- 
ness,” he said. 

“The youth will eventually have a 
place. But at the same time, we have to 
let the Democratic process take its 
turn,” he said. 


The kids were encouraged to put 
together a proposal and they did. As it 
turned out, that plan took its twists 
and turns - going from a barn raising 
to a complex of buildings with a part- 
ner, and from a $3 million project to a 
$1 million effort. But Dr. Larsen was 
impressed with what they came up 
with. 

“T thought their proposal was inge- 
nious to include SHED. It was a good 
proposal. It would have done us 
proud.” 


But it is not an issue of it being good 
or bad, said Dr, Larsen. Many of the 


ideas have been good. It’s a question of 


what will work. 

He has had calls from residents who 
want selectmen to form a “blue ribbon 
commission,” a group of experienced 


adults, to solve this problem. But Dr. 
Larsen doesn’t like that idea in this sit- 
uation, It is absolutely essential, he 
said, to allow the kids whose idea and 
plan this is, and who will use this facil- 
ity, to have a hand in creating it. 

Dr. Larsen said the current propos- 
al, to rebuild a building that burned 
down in Rec Park in the ’70s and allow 
the recreational aspects of the youth 
services program to take place there, is 
also a good one. 


Senior center 

The idea of the seniors using the sec- 
ond and third floors above the current 
Senior Center is not a new idea, 
according to Dr. Larsen. Seniors sug- 
gested “as recently as nine years ago,” 
in the 1986 Seniors Opportunity Panel 
report, to take all three floors of that 
building for the senior center, he said. 
That report was completed after nearly 
a year of study on senior needs for a 
center. 

Seniors have done their research, 
having looked at more than 20 centers 
in other communities, “and they know 
what’s out there,” he said. 


While it’s true seniors have been 
after a larger center for many years, 
the seniors have made great strides 
recently by offering to raise the money 
and build a center on their own, he 
said. The present senior center is typi- 
cal of what is built when a facility is 
built for you, Dr. Larsen said. That is 
what was done and they were told, 
“This is your senior center, now go 
enjoy it,” he said. Whether it is youth 
of seniors, one thing to avoid is having 
the bureaucracy decide what is best for 
the appropriate constituencies, he said. 

“They have to be included,” Dr. 
Larsen said. 

What the seniors want has not 
always been clear, he said. 

“The seniors have been a difficult 
group to follow,” Dr. Larsen said. 


He does not blame them, but blames 
the town for not listening and helping 
them get organized. The seniors are a 
clever and diverse group, he said. They 
want to be near the center of town, and 
they need 30,000 square feet. They have 
a day-care program that could be 
expanded and is very much needed. 

“And that should be run separately 
and have its own quarters.” 

They also need separate rooms for 
various activities, including pool 
tables, videos, cards, machine and 
wood shops and many more uses. 

“We don’t have room for any of 
that,” Dr. Larsen said. “We are basical- 
ly bingo, lunch and day care.” 

It can’t grow, so they need a center, 
Dr. Larsen said. 

When they came forward and said, 
“We'll pay for it,” that was a great step 
forward, Dr. Larsen said. That is what 
Methuen seniors did — built and paid 
for their own center, 

“That spirit has come into our Coun- 
cil on Aging,” 

All they’re asking from the town is 
for space to build it, he said.

A group of Andover girls, and some 
boys, have started a lacrosse club in 
town and are hoping to get the sport 
accepted as a regular sport at Andover 
High School by the 1996/1997 school 
year, 

Jen Paull, a junior this fall, and 
Stacey Kangisser, a senior, started the 
effort with the help of Bill Fahey, youth 
services coordinator. Stacey moved 
here from Pennsylvania where she had 
played lacrosse in middle school. Jen 
played at Pike School. 

The girls hope to have a club team 
by the spring 1996 season, so they can 
scrimmage with other teams. They 
would then hope to have a high school 
team by the following year. 


Twenty-five girls have signed up so 
far. They practice two hours a day, 3-5 
p.m., Monday, Wednesday and Friday 
at the small soccer field on the plateau 
south of Doherty Middle School. They 
play with 20 used sticks they bought 
from Methuen High School with $200 
from the youth services fund. 

“It’s kind of tattered and worn, but 
it’s enough to start,” Mr. Fahey said. 

But the girls said the sticks are boys’ 
sticks, which have a deeper pocket 
than girls’ lacrosse sticks. The equip- 
ment is different because the rules are 
different for boys and girls. 

“Girls’ takes more skill to play,” 
Stacey said. 

“Guys’ is more footballish,” said 
Michelle Crispo, a junior and a mem- 
ber of the upstart team. 

Boys’ lacrosse is full contact with 
checking and hitting, and the positions 
are different, the girls said. Boys need 
helmets and pads, but girls do not. 

The girls have tightened the pockets 
on the sticks they have, but they could 
use new ones, they said. 

“There are not enough sticks to go 
around,” Michelle said. 


Industrial plans with

In a surprising move, engineers for 
owner Rose Champy withdrew plans 
for Champy Industrial Park — at least 
temporarily — to allow discussion with 
town officials on the fate of the land. 

“What it does is allow discussion 
with other groups,” Steve Colyer, town 
planning director, said of Monday’s 
withdrawal by Dana F. Perkins Inc., 
agent for Ms. Champy. 

“They would be willing to withdraw 
to allow that dialogue to take place,” 
said Mr. Colyer. “If it’s not fruitful, 
they’d have to come back with some- 
thing at a later date.” 

Representatives for Ms. Champy 
said Wednesday morning that remov- 
ing the proposal as an active plan 
before the Planning Board will allow 
town officials to investigate more fully 
the alternatives for the property. 

“We're taking it out so the selectmen 
can talk about it,” said Jack Lougee, 
vice president of Dana F’, Perkins Inc.

“Basically, it’s sticks and nets we 
need,” Stacey said.

Mike Parziale, a senior at AHS, is 
designing a shirt and logo for the team. 


Twelve boys have also expressed 
interest in starting a team and a couple 
of them are practicing with the girls 
because they have not yet been able to 
drum up enough interest for an all- 
boys’ team. 

“Right now we’re doing it coed basi- 
cally,” Michelle said. 

Kevin Pasinowski, men’s lacrosse 
coach at MIT, has been coaching the 
girls and will continue through the 


“In order to facilitate the discussion, 
(we) withdrew the plan.” 

Ms. Champy would prefer residen- 
tial or conservation use of the proper- 
ty, he said, but is constrained because 
the land is currently zoned for indus- 
trial use.

will receive the award in his stead 
because he will be in Deaconess Hospi- 
tal in Boston either today or Friday, 
having bypass heart surgery. Coach 
Collins had chest pains early this week 
and doctors discovered he has one com- 
pletely clogged artery and two that are 
70-90 percent clogged, his wife said 
Wednesday morning. “We are very for- 
tunate nothing more serious has hap- 
pened,” she said.

“My coaching philosophy hasn’t 
changed in 36 years,” said Collins. “I 
tell the athletes on all my teams ‘never 
to settle for less than your best.’ And I 
always stress the word ‘quit’ does not 
exist in Andover.” 

Adhering to those high standards 
has brought Collins a 213-123-18 won- 
lost-tied record in football, and more 
than 300 dual meet victories in 36 years 
as men’s spring track coach, 18 seasons 
as women’s spring track coach, and 10 
years as men’s indoor track coach. 

There have been numerous champi- 
onships in both sports since Andover 
made the switch from the Northeastern 
Conference to the Merrimack Valley 
Conference in 1966. 

There were three consecutive East- 
ern Mass. Division 2 Super Bowl 
appearances, with back-to-back titles 
won in 1974 (21-20 overtime victory 
against Salem) and 1975 (7-3 over Ply- 
mouth-Carver). 

In track the league and invitational 
meet championships have gone beyond 
the counting stage, while at the highest 
level Collins’ teams have won 12 men’s 
State Class B and C titles, three wom- 
en’s State Class B titles, seven State 
All-Class championships, and a presti- 
gious pair of New England men’s 
crowns in 1970 and 1984. 

“Pd estimate in 36 years of spring 
track we haven’t lost more than 20 dual 
meets,” said Collins. 

His men’s spring track teams went 
through one stretch of 93 straight 
meets, covering almost 15 years, with- 
out a loss. The amazing streak was 
finally halted in the mid-1970’s with a 
one-point 73-72 loss to Wilmington. 

That meet is a perfect example of 
Collins’ unimpeachable integrity, as 
the streak became secondary when the 
coach sat.down several Andover stars 
for disciplinary reasons (an in-school 
prank unrelated to track). 

The Community Service Award is 
about more than wins and losses. 

Andover Chamber president Bill 
Ryan noted that Collins, who also 
teaches U.S. History, three Advance 
Placement Courses and is chairman of 
the social studies department at AHS, 
is being honored for working beyond 
his job description, for counseling stu- 
dents and for volunteer work with 
numerous committees in the communi- 
ty. 

Kicks and hugs 
Collins estimates he has coached 
“more than 5,000 kids” at AHS. “T’ve 
kicked a lot of butts,” he laughed. “But 
I still have a few kicks left. 

“Of course,” he adds quickly, “there 


have been some hugs in there, too.” 

Arthur Iworsley, current AHS head 
indoor track coach and an assistant in 
spring track, has worked alongside 
Collins for 25 years. 

“A lot of people only know Dick by 
what they read in the newspaper. If 
they go to a game or meet they will see 
a pretty tough taskmaster. But that’s 
only one side of the coin. Dick is a spe- 
cial person,” noted Iworsley. “He’s 
tough because, like a father with hun- 
dreds of children, he cares about every 
single kid on every single team he 
coaches. He wants them all to succeed. 

“He will always pick out the perfor- 
mance of a kid who may not be the 
most gifted, but one who is improving, 
and comment about it. 

“He is also a true gentleman and 
sportsman,” continued Iworsley. “Dick 
is very serious about being fair. He 
sometimes goes overboard to make 
sure the opposing team is not shown up 
or embarrassed in any way. 

“He is meticulous in his prepara- 
tion. He’s extremely well-organized, as 
most successful coaches are, and 
spends an unbelievable amount of time 
making sure his teams are totally 
ready for every competition. 

“It’s obvious to everyone that he 
loves his job, and he’s a terrific person 
to work with,” added Iworsley. 

Rhode Island native 

The 63-year-old Collins was born in 
East Providence, R.I., and he attended 
East Providence High where he played 
halfback on the football team and was a 
state champion sprinter in track. 

The football squad finished 8-2 his 
senior year, and in the spring of 1948 
Collins became the Rhode Island state 
100-yard dash champion. 

For his achievements, Collins 
received the Providence Journal News- 
paper Honor Roll Award as the top Stu- 
dent-Athlete in the state. 

“After 50 years they bring you back 
and re-honor you,” said Collins. “That 
means in 1998 I’m eligible. I think I'll 
make it.” 

Collins began his association with 
Andover in the fall of 1948, attending 
Phillips Academy for one year as a 
post-graduate. Coach Steve Sorota’s 
1948 Big Blue football team went unde- 
feated (8-0) with Collins in the back- 
field, and to this day it is the only PA 
squad to defeat both the Harvard and 
Yale freshmen in the same season. 

In the spring of 1949 Collins contin- 
ued his mastery of the sprints by win- 
ning the New England Prep School 100- 
yard dash title while on the PA team. 

Collins moved on to Dartmouth Col- 
lege in the fall of 1949, where he started 
on the football team for two years and 
continued to run track. “Dartmouth 
was not particularly strong in either 
sport,” said Collins, who majored in 
history at the New Hampshire college. 

“My senior year I had an opportuni- 
ty to be an assistant track coach at the 
local high school (Hanover, N.H. High). 
It was something I knew I had to try, to 
see if | wanted to pursue coaching after 
graduation. I fell in love with it imme- 
diately. And I enjoy working with the 
kids as much now as I did then. 

“All coaches have a strong competi- 
tive instinct. No coach would be in the 
business if he didn’t love the competi- 
tion. And something else we all have in 
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common is we all get nervous. 

“T’ve had two full-time jobs (teacher, 
coach) my entire adult life. How many 
people can say that?” 

After the inaugural stint at Hanover 
High, Collins returned to East Provi- 
dence where he spent four years as the 
head track coach and four years as the 
varsity backfield coach in football. 

“Bast Providence is a big school and 
we did well,” said Collins. “We won the 
state football title in 1956, and came 
close a couple times in track.” 
Andover job opens 

In 1959 the Andover High football 
and track jobs opened up when Bob 
McIntyre, still an Andover resident 
and now a top official in the Mass. 
Interscholastic Athletic Association 
(MIAA), left to take a similar teacher- 
coach position at Melrose High. 

“Steve Sorota (PA coach) was my 
mentor,” said Collins. “When the 
Andover High job opened up he called 
immediately and said it would be ideal 
for me.” 

Donald Dunn had just become the 
new athletic director at Andover, and 
among his first duties were the hiring 
of both Collins and Wil Hixon simulta- 
neously in 1959. 

Hixon, now retired, built the 
Andover High men’s basketball pro- 
gram into a prominent power (State 
Class C title in 1970). He also moved 
from the teaching (Problems of Democ- 
racy) to administrative (vice-principal, 
principal) ranks before stepping down 
several years ago. 

Collins initiated the women’s track 
program at Andover two decades ago 
by putting several events into the 
annual Andover Boosters Invitational. 

Mary Pat Sullivan and Gary Meyers 
were the early AHS women’s coaches 
before Collins took over the dual head 
jobs in 1977. 

Lofty honors 

Coach Collins was cited as the 
National High School Track and Field 
Coach-of-the-Year in 1980. 

He first captured Northeast District 
1 honors and later, at the National 
Track Coaches Convention, was select- 
ed as the top coach in the country. 

He is also a member of four Halls of 
Fame: the East Providence High Hall of 
Fame, the Providence, R.I. Gridiron 
Club Hall of Fame, the Mass. State 
Track Coaches Hall of Fame (inducted 
in 1981) and the Mass. State Football 
Coaches Hall of Fame (1991). 

“Andover is a great town to coach 
in,” said Collins. “We get more than 
our share of ‘good kids’ with strong 
family values. 

“There are weaknesses, too, espe- 
cially in football where we don't get the 
street-tough kid the city schools have. 
But overall the plusses far out-weigh 
the minuses. 

“lve also been blessed with many, 
many outstanding assistant coaches. 
I'm a firm believer in giving my assis- 
tants responsibility and letting them 
coach. 

“Arthur Iworsley coaches our 
jumpers in spring track. He does it bet- 
ter than anyone around. Joe Iarrobino 
is our defensive coordinator in foot- 
ball. He does a terrific job. I’m not 
going to mess with success.” 

larrobino has been an assistant foot- 
ball coach for 11 years and the defen-

sive coordinator for the last six. 

“Mm addition to being an outstanding 
coach, with a terrific record, Dick is 
also well-liked by his athletes,” said 
larrobino. “It’s impressive to be 
around the football field at Thanksgiv- 
ing time, and to see the number of for- 
mer players that come back to see him 
and say, ‘Hi, coach.’ I think the kids 
appreciate Dick more and more as the 
years pass, remembering what a terrif- 
ic experience it was to play for him.” 
Praise for Verrette 

Collins is reluctant to compare ath- 
letes, but he did make one concession. 

“The kid who produced most in the 
clutch wasn’t necessarily the best 
physical athlete,” said Collins. “How- 
ever, when the chips were down, no 
one came through with more big plays 
than Glenn Verrette. There was some- 
thing very special about Glenn. 

“That's not to slight any of the hun- 
dreds of talented kids we've had, but I 
believe anyone that knew Glenn or saw 
him play would agree with me.” 

Verrette was a wide receiver and 
defensive back on the two Super Bowl 
championship football teams. He also 
played basketball and baseball at AHS, 
and went on to earn All-American hon- 
ors as a defensive back at Holy Cross. 

Verrette is now a successful real 
estate broker and has recently moved 
back to this area from Florida. 

Biggest thrills 

Collins ranks the first Super Bowl 
championship and the two New Eng- 
land track titles at the top of his biggest 
thrills list. 

“For sheer excitement, and because 
of the way we won it (come from 
behind on final play in overtime), the 
91-20 Super Bowl victory over Salem is 
an easy choice,” said Collins. 

“But it’s impossible to exclude win- 
ning two New England championships. 
The first one (1970) was extra special 
because we won it at home.” 

Family man 

Coach Collins has five children, four 
stepchildren and nine grandchildren. 
His eldest son Rick, 35, played football 
and ran track for his father in the late 
1970s at AHS. A chip off the old block, 
Rick currently is head coach of the 
women’s track team at Simsbury, 
Conn. High which recently won a state 
title. 

“He did it the same way his old man 
does,” joked Collins. “They didn’t have 
a first place but piled up the points by 
scoring in a lot of events.” 

Son Eddie, 34, also played football 
for his father at AHS, while his three 
married daughters are Carolyn Keyes, 
Valerie Simeone and Jackie Dufresne. 

Stepson Charlie, 29, played football 
at Andover High in the early 1980s and 
is among the best of the many fine 
placekickers the program has.pro- 
duced, 

His second wife, Barbara, also has 
three daughters, Susan Flynn, Laurie 
Brosnan and Cathy Ziegenbein. 


Admired by colleagues 
Chelmsford High varsity football 
coach Tom Caito, who has known 
Collins as both friend and opponent for 
almost four decades, plans on being at 
the Marriott Friday morning. Caito has 
more than 200 career coaching victo-

Why the Golden 
Warrior should stay 


Editor, Townsman: 

I am writing to you to memorial- 
ize my support of retaining, in most 
part, the Golden Warrior logo.

My family has attended the public 
High School in Andover since 1914. 
No fewer than 13 members have par- 
ticipated in varsity athletics: includ- 
ed are four varsity captains, two in 
football, one in baseball, one in track 
and three members of the 
Andover/Punchard High School Ath- 
letic Hall of Fame. By count, eight 
family members played as Golden 
Warriors. 

My late aunt, Frances L. Dalton, 
taught art at the High School for 
nearly 25 years and was head of the 
art department for about 15. My late 
father was one of the original 
founders of the Andover Boosters 
Club, which organization benefitted 
all high school athletic teams includ- 
ing the school band.

In reaching a decision in this mat- 
ter, | would urge you to consider 
not only the identity of the propo- 
nents and opponents, but also their 
backgrounds, possible motives, pur- 
poses and knowledge of the subject.

here 14 years ago, Katie was starting 
seventh grade and Matt was starting 
ninth.

Pat and I agree that people who 
treat Rachel as invisible and people 
who don’t offer to shake hands with 
her are not bad. They simply are 
afraid. They don’t know what to say.

“We're talking 
maybe 25 to 30 funer- 
als a year,” said Mr. 
Conte. He said that 
most of the funeral 
Services and many of 
the viewings will be 
held in area church- 
es, minimizing the 
impact on the area. 
“T guess we think of 
this as being more in 
tune with residential 
than a business,” he 
said. 


The special per- 
mit was required 
because Mr. Conte’s 
.plans included reno- 
vating more than 40 
percent of the exist- 
ing office building at 
28 Florence St. Most 
of the renovation 
will be on the interi- 
or; the only exterior 
changes will be a 
ground-floor 
entrance, changing 
the roof line from hip 
to gable and adding a 
garage door at the 
rear of the building.

1985. In 1987, then Building Inspector 
Sam DeSalvo refused to issue a permit 
to convert it to retail stores. The pro- 
posal was deemed a change of use by 
Mr. DeSalvo and therefore subject to 
the parking bylaw passed in 1985. The 
new bylaw required developers to pro- 
vide parking adequate for the size and 
use of the building, and that was not 
included in the proposal. Subsequent 
@cisions by the Planning and Zoning 
boards supported the building inspec- 
tor’s decision, and all three decisions 
were challenged in court by Benjamin 
C. Osgood of North Andover and C. 
Bradley Richards of New Hampshire, 
co-owners of the property. The lower 
courts found in favor of the developers 
and against the town. The town 
appealed to the Massachusetts Appeals 
Court in March 1994, which on Tues- 
day, June 27, reversed those earlier 
court decisions. 

“The final judgments are reversed 
hd new judgment s are to be entered 
(1) declaring that the decision of the 
Zoning Board of Appeals...is affirmed, 
(2) declaring... that the Planning Board 
did not exceed its authority in denying 
a special permit to the plaintiffs, and 
(3) declaring... that the parking 
requirements adopted by the 1985

amendment of the Andover Zoning 
Bylaw are not arbitrary and unreason- 
able as applied to the premises of the 
plaintiffs.” the decision reads, 

“We think the decision of the local 
board in this case was not arbitrary. 
The Downtown Andover Parking 
Study established that parking was a 
problem. A decision based on the need 
for parking in the downtown is not 
arbitrary. It is ‘the board’s evaluation 
of the seriousness of the problem, not 
the judge's, which is controlling,’ ” the 
court said, 

“Tt means that eight years ago, when 
the Planning Board and Zoning Board 
determined that the parking bylaw did 
apply to that property, they were cor- 
rect,” Mr, Urbelis said. 

There is a 20-day appeal period dur- 
ing which Mr. Osgood could ask the 


state’s highest court, the Supreme 
Judicial Court, to hear the case. The 
SJC would then have the option of 
hearing an appeal or not, Mr. Urbelis 
said. 

Mr, Osgood has been the spokesman 
for the partnership and neither he nor 
Mr. Rand could be reached Wednesday 
morning for comment on the Appeals 
Court decision, whether they will go to 
the SJC, or what the plans are for the 
building. 

Federal case 

Mr. Osgood also filed a federal court 
case claiming $6 million in damages 
from the town for holding up develop- 
ment of the property since 1987, but 
that case was denied without prejudice 
in September 1992 with an opinion that 
the federal case was premature as long 
as the lower-court case was unre- 
solved. Mr. Osgood said last year that 
he did not know whether he would file 
that complaint again or not. 

Last August, Mr, Osgood said he 
was undecided what to do with the site, 
but that losing his court case against 
the town would certainly reduce his 
options as to what to do with the prop- 
erty. 

“If we lose, the issue is you can’t use 
the building. You’ve got to tear it 
down,” Mr. Osgood said at the time.

Mr. Osgood also said last year he 
expected that, if the town lost this 
appeal, it would not give up the fight. 

“If we win, I would presume we're 
going to go into the Supreme Court,” 
Mr. Osgood said last year. 

Now it is up to him whether the case 

goes to the SJC. 


History 

Since this case began, Mr. DeSalvo 
retired and all involved members of 
the original Planning Board have 
resigned, as have all but one of the 
original members of the Zoning Boar d. 
Mr. Osgood’s first lawyer, Reginald 
Marden, died in an airplane crash, and 
Mr. Urbelis took over the case for the 
town. 

Mr. Osgood was forced into involun- 
tary bankruptcy by the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation, which 
foreclosed on the Park Street property 
in 1993. The FDIC took control of sever- 
al banks that held mortgages on the 
property, according to Mr. Osgood, 
who said in 1993 that $2 million was 
owed on the property. Mr. Osgood at 
that time had a $30 million lawsuit 
against the FDIC. Mr. Osgood Mr. 
Richards bought the Park Street build- 
ing in 1986 with plans to dev elop it into 
a series of small retail shops.
